We  are  reluctantly  compelled  to 
ask  the  indulgence  of  our  patrons  on 
account  of  not  issuing  The  Record 
on  time,  as  well  as  for  deficiency  in 
amount  of  reading  matter.  ^  e  be¬ 
lieve  it  is  the  first  instance  of  such 
shortcoming,  and  trust  it  'will  not 
soon  occur  again.  “  Too  many  irons 
in  the  fire"  is  the  poor  excuse  we  have 
to  plead.

By  another  year  we  hope  the  office 
will  be  stocked  with  sufficient  type, 
presses  and  help  to  do  an\  punting, 
from  a  billhead  to  a  book,  w  ithout  in¬ 
terfering,  in  the  least,  with  the  paper. 


Proceeding*  of  the  Township  Committee. 

The  regular  meeting  xvas  held  on  Fnilav 
Evening,  Mr.  J.  C.  Reach,  Chuinnan. 
Present — Messrs.  Sherman,  1  ott.*r.  Rich* 
urdo.  Van  Ilouten  mid  Re  ford . 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
School  Trustees;  refer ed  to  the  Contingent 
Committee. 

An  account  of  John  MoreLnd  for  Sup¬ 
plies  furnished  to  poor  account  under  the 
late  overseer,  to  Mufreh  20,  320,  was  ordered 
paid. 

The  petition  of  the  residents  noith  of  the 
Montclair  Railway  in  regard  to  a  new  poll¬ 
ing  district  was  consiilered.lt  wui  announced 
that  the  township  committee  have  full  pow¬ 
er  to  make  the  new  district. 

Mr.  Reford  moved  to  divide  the  town 
into  two  districts,  specifying  the  division 
line  as  follows  ; 

Beginning  at  the  Montclair  line  on  Wash¬ 
ington  st,  thence  through  "Washington, 
Green,  and  Frunklin  streets  and  Montgome¬ 
ry  avenue  to  the  Belleville  line.  No  direct 
action  was  taken  upon  either  the  petitioner 
Mr.  Reford’s  motion.  Mr.  Beach  was  in 
favor  of  having  as  wide  a  publication  as 
possible  of  the  proposed  divi>»m,  l>efore 
drawing  the  boundaries.  It  w;is  therefore 
hoped  Tub  Record  would  give  the  necessa¬ 
ry  publication,  aud  that  the  citizens  inter¬ 
ested  would  be  present  ut  the  next  meeting, 
to  be  held  Friday  April  10th. 

Mr.  Reford  stated  that  his  attention  had 
been  called  to  the  dungerous  condition  of 
the  flagging  on  Broad  street  iu  Iront  of 
Mrs.  Swift’s.  The  stone  had  been  removed 
to  introduce  gas,  and  had  not  been  proper¬ 
ly  replaced.  Dr.  J.  A.  Duvls,  being  present, 
stated  that  he  w>?Lld  see  that  the  xvulk  was 
adjusted  at  enee. 

Mr.  Sherman  moved  that  the  Clerk  no.'ify 
owners  on  Montgomery  avenue,  from  the 
canal  to  Walnut  st.  to  repair  the  sidewulk 
within  ten  days,  which  was  so  ordered. 

There  was  a  discussion  upon  repair  of 
roads  this  year,  the  point  being  how  to 
make  the  small  appropriation  suffice. 

Mr.  Richards  suggested  that  the  road 
committee  hike  an  afternoon  to  ride  over 
K  the  township  anU  see  what  repairs  were 
needed. 

Mr.  Potter  wa3  iu  favor  of  limiting  the 
time  for  applications  for  Telford  pavement. 

Mr.  Richards  moved  to  have  the  gas  com¬ 
pany  erect  a  new  lamp  post  in  place  of  the 
one  recently  broken  down  by  a  runaway 
team  on  Bloomfield  avenue. 

This  lotion  was  amended  by  ordering  to 
notify  the  party  who  damaged  the  lamp  to 
replace  the  same  by  April  4th. 

It  wus  also  ordered  to  give  Tiie  Gas  Com¬ 
pany  discretionary  power  to  omit  light¬ 
ing  the  lamp*  oa  certain  nights  until  the 
schedule  be  revised,  and  to  make  up  for 
the  omission  by  longer  hours. 


The  Westminster  Sunday  School  Himion* 
ary  Society.' 

This  Society  held  its  quarterly  meeting, 
at  the  Westminster  chapel,  on  last  Sunday 
evening,  at  seven  o’clock,  and  was  a  most  in¬ 
teresting  and  enjoyable  occasion.  The  exer¬ 
cises  were  commenced  by  the  sfagiug  of  a 
hymn,  reading  of  the  23d  psalm  by  the  pas¬ 
tor,  Rev.  Dr.  Kenuedy.  followed  by  prayer 
by  one  of  the  teachers.  The  Treasurer  s 
report  showed  that  abont  880  had  been  paid 
out  during  the  quarter,  and  that  there  was  a 
balance  qf  ab  >ut  3121  on  hand.  Most  in¬ 
teresting  letters  were  read  by  the  Secretary 
from  Mr.  Mitchell,  of  Chicago,  in  relution 
to  the  Railroad  Snnday  School  in  that  city, 
towards  the  rebuilding  of  w  hich  this  Socie¬ 
ty  had  contributed  325  ;  from  Dr.  Snowden, 
the  missionary  iu  Nebraska,  und  ulso  from 
Mrs.  Snowden.  This  latter  was  especially 
prized,  as  with  a  tact  which  only  a  true  wo¬ 
man  can  exercise  she  made  the  whole  Socie¬ 
ty  acquainted  with  the  family,  and  increas¬ 
ed  the  interest  of  every  member  iu  “Our 
Missionary."  The  feature  of  the  evening, 
however,  was  the  lesson  on  Faith,  iu  which 
all  participated:  One-half  of  the  scholars 
repeated  a  verse  from  the  Bible  containing 
the  word  faith,  and  the  other  half,  a  verse 
containing  the  word  trust.  The  officers  and 
teachers  repeated  each  a  verse  haviug  the 
word  believe  iu  it.  The  earnest  and  zealous 
president  of  the  Society,  Mr.  G.  T.  Moore, 
led  off  by  repeating  that  never-to-be-forgot¬ 
ten  verse  :  ‘‘For  God  so  loved  the  world, 
that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son,  that 
w  hosoever  believeth  iu  him  should  not  per¬ 
ish,  but  have  everlasting  life."  The  effect 
was  most  impressive  and  instructing  to  lis¬ 
ten  to  the  young  aud  tender  lambs  of  the 
flock,  lisping  out  in  childish  sweetness  the 
precious  words  of  faith  and  trust,  in  rota¬ 
tion  with  the  stronger  uotes of  Superietend- 
ent,  LuJIum,  Sexton  Smith,  and  even  Dr. 
Kennedy,  who,  each  in  turn  ns  called  upon, 
responded  with  a  verse,— illustrating  how 
all— teacher  and  scholar  alike— was  seeking 
to  learn  at  the  feet  of  the  meek  and  lowly 
Jesus.  A  brief  address  was  made  ut  the 
close  by  Dr.  Kennedy,  on  the  subject  of  the 
lesson— Faith.  He  compared  faith  to  an 
apple,  which,  when  cut  in  two  ami  separat¬ 
ed,  was  no  longer  an  apple  until  reunited. 
The  separated  halves  he  compared,  one  half 
to  trust,  tile  other  to  belief,  and,  united,  they 
became  faith.  The  exercises  were  interspers¬ 
ed  by  hiuging,  which  was  very  ably  led  by 
Mr.  R.  J .  Beach,  and  the  interest  in  the 
meeting  was  unabated  to  the  close. 


The  Hew  Polling  District. 

Mb.  Editor. 

The  subject  of  a  new  polling  district  be¬ 
ing  now  nnJer  cofasideratiou  by  the  Town 
Committee,  I  would  like  to  say  a  few  words 
in  favor  of  the  Montclair  R.  R.  line,  re¬ 
commended  in  a  petition  to  them,  signed 
by  a  large  number  of  the  voters  living  with¬ 
in  that  line.  The  R.  R.  naturally  divides 
the  township,  leaving  a  corresponding  area 
o*  territory  on  each  side,  the  length  of  the 
northern  portion,  however,  being  double 
that  of  the  south  sidp.  By  establishing  a 
polling  place  near  the  Morris  Neighlwrhood 
it  would  accommodate  most  of  the  voters, 
many  of  w  hom  are  now  obliged  to  come  a 
distance  of  over  two  miles. 

As  there  seems  to  be  a  misapprehension 
in  the  minds  of  some  in  relation  to  the 
number  of  voters  comprised  within  the  new 
district,  one  gentleman  putting  it  bos  low 
as  one  hundred,  I  can  say  that  by  an  ac¬ 
tual  count,  there  are  between  the  Rail  Road 
and  the  Bay  Lane  227  voters,  and  north  of 
the  Bay  Lane,  taking  the  date  from  the 
Bloomfield  Map,  about  06  houses,  with  an 
average,  probably,  of  1}  to  a  house,  muking 
a  total  of  371  voters;  on  an  actual  canvass 
there  will  probably  be  over  four  hundred. 
As  this  petition  is  new  before  the  committee 
without  a  remonstrance,  it  is  hoped  they 
w  ill  give  it  the  consideration  it  deserves.

School  Meeting. 

The  annual  School  meeting  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  No.  7.  is  to  be  held  ou  Monday  eve¬ 
ning  next  iu  Center  School  house.

The  Trus-'* 
toes  have  evidently  bestowed  much  labor 
upon  the  Report,  in  order  that  the  people 
of  the  district  mav  be  fully  aud  satisfactory 
ly  informed  as  to  the  progress  made  during 
the  year.  The  High  School  under  the  tui¬ 
tion  cf  Mr.  Stackpole  is  becoming  very  pop¬ 
ular.  Mr.  S.  has  interested  himself  in  se¬ 
curing  a  library  for  the  School,  and  has 
succeeded  with  the  aid  of  the  other  teachers, 
in  obtaining  abont  8300  for  this  purpose. 
About  300  volumes  have  already  been  pur¬ 
chased  and  placed  in  the  building.  They 
comprise  many  of  the  standard  works,  in 
poetry  and  prose.

The  Montclair  Railway  Con<roVc$sy. 

Upon  application  made  to  the  Chancellor 
of  New  Jersey  it  whs  on  the  15Mi  day  of 
December  last,  ordered  that  J.  H.  Pratt  and 
Henry  C.  Spaulding  be  subrogated  to  till 
the  rights  of  Saumel  aw. I  Henry  K.  Benson 
iu  reference  to  a  strip  of  land  used  l>y  the 
Montclair  Railway  Company  as  a  part  of 
roadbed,  near  the  village  of  Bloomfield. 
The  Company  had  taken  this  land  l>y  com- 
demnation,  but  had  not  paid  for  it;  and  by 
reason  of  certain  legal  proceedings  carrie  Ion 
by  them  for  the  purpose  of  ri-duciug  the 
amount  of  the  assessments  which  had  been 
made  iu  fuvor  of  the  Messrs.  Benson  for 
this  Innd,  Messrs  Pratt  and  Spaulding  had 
become  security  for  the  company  to  pay 
the  full  amount  thereof,  amounting  to  about 
38,000.  This  has  been  paid.  To  protect 
them  as  sureties  of  the  Company  this  order 
of  subrogation  aud  substitution  was  made. 
It  was  at  the  same  time  further  ordered  that 
if  the  Company  or  its  receivers  did  not 
upon  demand  reimburse  them  for  the  money 
thus  advanced,  they  and  all  persons  claim¬ 
ing  under  them  should  within  ten  days 
cease  to  operate  the  road  until  tin*  money 
should  be  paid. 

•In  view  of  the  embarassed  condition  of 
tha  Company,  Pratt  aud  Spaulding  have 
refrained  from  serving  this  order  until  it 
was  apparent,  from  the  notices  posted  by 
the  receivers,  that  the  road  would  in  a  few 
days  pass  into  other  hands.  They  were 
then  advised  that  they  must  not  delay  any 
longer  in  serving  the  order  upon  all  persons 
connected  with  the  operation  of  the  road. 
They  have  therefore  done  so,  but  with  the 
notice  that  it  was  not  their  wish  or  inten¬ 
tion  to  stop  the  ranniug  of  the  road,  even 
if  the  money  wos  not  paid.  In  order  that 
there  might  be  no  misunderstanding  on  the 
part  of  those  at  present  operating  the  road, 
Pratt  and  Spaulding  on  Tuesday  caused  the 
foregoing  notice  in  writing  to  be  served 
receivers.  Pratt  and  Spaulding  say  that  they 
are  williug  to  wait  still  longer  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  this  money  in  order  that  the  public 
may  not  be  the  sufferers.
